The presence of the large delegation of
dlstinguighed cltizens of the Empire state
wius celebrated by formal exerci=es in the
Audltorium yesterday forenoon. The great
bullding was jammed with people and roso-
nont with enthusiasm, Long  before 1
o'vlock nearly every seat was occupled, and
by the time the exercises began scarcely un
fnch of standing room remalned uvnappro-

At exactly 11 o'clock a burst of lohg-sus-
tained applouse indieated the arrival of the
distingulahed guests. Mr. Depew was os-
cortedd to the stage by President Wattles and
followed by the New York delegation, which
filled the remainder of the staoge and several
rows of seats in the pit, which had been re-
served for them. A medley of popular so-
leetions by Innes’ band was enthusiastically
recelved and then Jucob Amos, jr., of Syra-
cusg, secretary of the New York commis-
Elon, introduced Hon, Warner Miller as the
preslding ofMcer of the day.

Warner Miller's Address,

Attentive

In aceepting the chalr Mr. Miller sald that
while the New York delegation was not
large, it brought the sympathy and best
wishes of the Empire stape, The people of
New York, he declured, have an ablding in-
terest in the west, which ¢ the home of so
miny of their children The great drama
of the last few months has made us a4 more
homogeneous people than we have ever besn
before

Mr. Miller then introdvoeed President Wat-
tles of the exposition, who cordially wel-
comed the New Yorkers to the great Trans-
mlesinsipp!  enterprisge He conpratulated

them on the fuct that New York is  the
only ocastern state that has a building on
the grounds, and assured them that the

cordial good will thus manifested was fully

When Mr. Depew rose to deliver his ad-
drese he received the most dramatle and In-

o any exposition orator. An  oviatlon
of  hand-clapplng began spontancously
in  every part of the house, then

the band joined in with the melody of "Auld
Lang 8yne.'"  This lent pew inapiration to
the applauss and the entirs audience rose to
its feet and cheered tumultously for several
minutes, After gracefully expressing his
appreciation of this royal reception My,
Depew procesded to deliver one of his char.

classic und vastern tale charmed our child-
hood, became commonpinee mortals, Ameri-
canp genfus and modern science surpassed in
suggestion wnd execution the worka of demi-
gods and genil, The stately palaces, broad
avenues, lukes and ecanals of this home
of industry and the arts drew all the world
within Its walls. In its conception and ad-
ministtatlon the Werld's fair at Chloago
wis 0 worthy celehration of the 400th an-
niversiary of the discovery of Americea by
Columbus, and a fitting tribute to the great
explorer,

Our Industrinl progress hns beon  durlng
the four years since the Chicago exhibition
greoter than during any decade o our
history. Our resources have been doveloped,
our markets enlarged, and new avenues of
employment opened. We have, In greater
measure than ever before, reallzed our
dream of producing lo our country every-
thing required for our pecessities or luxu-
ries, From practical Independence of other
countries for the products of thelr flelds or
factories, we have suddenly become their
competitors with our surplus, both within
and without their borders.

Tho great bepefits which the World's falr
at Chicago conferred upon the United Btates
In acquisition from forelgn countries and (n-

formation to forelgn governments, this
Transmississippl Exposition ot Omaha |8
to vastly enhance In bringing nearer to-
gether in betier understanding of each
other the different sections of our own
country, 1 heard LI Hung Chang say when

here that there were many provinces of
China and milllons of Chinamen who had
not heard of the war with Japan. The light

tions, The war with Spain bas superbly
restored the sontiment of pationality and
ellminuted sectionnl Jealousies, But this
exposition i% n healthy educator for coin-
mercinl union. The mission of peace is to
develop the practical side of patriotism. Tt
is to teach and demonstrate what will pro-
mote the development of the whole coun-
try and the prosperity and happiness of the
whole people,

LONDON, Oct, 8,—The marqils of Salis-
bury has returned to his duties at the for-
elgn oflice In an unusually dogged mond, a
complete antithesis of his ordinary manner |
and graceful treatment of the officials, He
wag extremely disgruntled at the way of-
ficlal matters concerning China and Fagh-
oda have been coming out, although publi-
cleis of all shades of opinfon have been bit-
terly complaining of the almost complete ig-
norance in which the country has been left |
respecting all foreign questions. This was
especially the case with Fashoda and it led |
to want of confidence in the governmont
among its own supporters which has been
amply demonstrated by the daily outcry of
the conservatlve press apgainst the elimb-
down of the British which they see.

The reversal of thinge in China has also
been a theme for lamentation at the mar-
anls of Sallsbury’s invertebrateness. The
dispatch of Cossacks and fleld guns to guard |
the Russian legation at Pekin in addition to !
marines as sent by the other embnssles is
consldered very significant.

The British premier, however, seems to
reéalize that trouble is brewing in the east,
as large quantities of war stores are golng
to Hong Kong, while the first ¢lasa cruiser
Terrible. has been ordered to joln kts sister
sghip, the Powerful, on the China station so
goon as small repairs are compléted. These
orulsers are the Pargest In the world,

Germanizing the Transvanl,

Disquieting news from the Transvaal has
reached the British foreign offlce. President
Kruger has commanded the British subjects
in the Transvaal to joln the Burgher forcea
sent againgt the rebelllous chief Moefu, who
Is preparing for battle on a large scale. All
the roads In northern Transvaal are held
by armed KaMrs and the Boers are likely to
bave a dilcult task.

FPresident Kruger has the letter of the law
on his glde in ordering British subjects in
the Trapsvaal! to jJoin the Burgher force, bhut
the British declare they will refuse to fight
for the Huers while they sre disestranchised:

The political slde of Emperor Willlam's
vislt to Palestine Is attracting close atten-
tlon hers,

Germany for the past twenty years has
had an eye on Asin Minor as her part of
the spoils when the Ottoman empire col-
lapses, The German emperor, since the Ar-
menian trouble, has obtained a strong fool-
hold in that part of the world.

Giermans have obtained railroad, land and
other concessiond in Asie Minor and are
generally showing a disposition lo settlle
those permanently. The English news-
papers express the conviction that Emperor
Willlam's idea I8 to foster this German set-
tlement and when Turkey collapaes Ger-
many will justly claim a slice of Asin Minor,
from the Aegean sen Lo Arabla, where there
is room for 10,000,000 German emigrants
who would otherwise go to the United States
or to Britlsh colonies,

The Spectator polnts out that Emperor
William's first ldea of Germunizing the
Transvaal, South BHrazil and parts of Africa
falled. The project falled In South Brazil
owing to the dread in Berlin that it might
lead to war with America., The Spectator
adds:

“1f, however, America had been paralyzed
with a European war, as seemed for n few
hours possible during the Venezuelan dis-
pute, Germany's opportunity would have ar-
rived, The question of the possibility of
permission to acquire Cuba met with an
angry negative and we have little doubt
Washington has been asked to concllinte
Germany with a share in the Philippine
islands."

The Bpectator concludes with remarking
“Emperor William's frequent change of ob-
Jeen accounts for his non-success, while his
efforts in difterent directions have roused, or
ars arousing, the sleepless distrust of Great
Britaln, Russia and the United States.'”

Ameriean Volunteers at Manila,
The Times is publishing a serles of let-

ters from Manila, deseribing the American
achlevements there. Its correspondent, re-
ferring to the American volunteers, warmly
praises thelr work, but adde there I8 no
queation that the men are pow most anxjous
to go home. He saya.

NEW SENATOR FRUM OREGON

Two Yenrs' Contest Over Election of
Sneceanor to John H. Mitchell Ends
in Selection of Joseph Simon,

SALEM, Ore., Oct. 8.—Hon. Joseph Simon
of Portland was today elected United States
senator by the legislature in joint seasion,
to fill the vacaney which has existed since
March, 1847, Mr. Simon recelved the entire
vote of the republicans. The ballot stood:
Simon, 64; Kincald, 28; Dennett, &b-
sent. 1.

The coniest which ended foday by the
clection of Mr. Simon has been carrigd on
for two years. The legislature which con-
veped In Janoary, 1R07. aluuis huve chosen
n successor to Joln' el. Mitchell, whose term
expired In March, 1887, but the lower house
was never organized and consequently the
session explred by limitation snd no voie
was taken for Usnlted States senatar. Gov-
ernor Lord appoinied ex-S8enator H. W, Cor-
beit to the vacanecy, but the Unlted States
senate refused to ndmit him, The legls-
lature which was elected lnst June wag over-
whelmingly republican and Mr, Corbett waa
recognized as the leading candldate for sen-
ator. Governor Lord called an extra session
of the legizlature, which nssemhled Septem-
ber 28, Corbett recelved the cauous nomina-
tlon for senntor by a majority of the mem-
hers, but lacksd ten votes of a majority of
the legislaure.

After votlng four daye for Mr. Corbett,
his friends became convinced that he would
not be elected. A caucus of all republicans
was ¢alled last night, at which a letter of
withdrawal wos read from Mr, Corbett. A
ballot wus taken for genator and Mr. SBlmon
recelved 101 votes, or five less than o major-
ity of the legislature. When the joint as-
aombly met today he received the full re-
publican vote, Mr. Simon is a Hebrew and
was born In Germonny in 1851, He came to
New York with his parents when ounly a
vear old and five years later came to Poart-
land, Ore. His education was recelved In
the publie schools of Portland and in 1872
he was admlited to the bar, having read
law In the oce of Mitchell and Dolph, bhoth
of whom served many years in the United
States senate, Since the financial question

They have to soma
dogree dirclosed Amerloan expectation and
determinntion, Thes Spaniards, however,
seem unpble or unwilling at the outset tg
understand or belleve the Ameoricans may or
have at the outset smet forth thelr require-
ments and that they are destined to remain
virtually unchanged by finesse or countoer-
diplomuaey. Therefore il Is nov unlikely that
the Americang, following the course of fair,
thorough conslderation of all the orlginal
counter propositions, will to the lmit of
fruitful possibility accord patient considera-
tion of ideas projected by the Spaniards.
